Acting Is the ability to convey the emotions to an 
audience that the character you are playing is feel¬ 
ing. They should be subtle, yet effective. To the 
right are some of the more common emotions 
which you should practice while standing before a 
mirror. 


Acting is also the ability to convey certain feelings 
using nothing but props. Often, you may have to 
show your love for a baby, when in reality what 
you are holding on stage is nothing more than a 
50 lb. hunk of Cheddar cheese. Thus, you must do 
this by recalling how it felt when you experienced 
it in real life.
